ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


The Election. 


Another Anniversary Day dawned with every promise of our 
almost traditional good weather. The full account of this June 
parade is given in the preceding record of Captain Bunker’s 
Year. 

The year of the last administration recorded the close of the 
European War leaving us the hope that the Japan situation 
would soon be cleared up. The abrupt termination of the war 
with Japan is now a matter of history bringing as it did the 
tragic impact of the Atomic Bomb upon the national life of every 
country in the world. Much has been said as to whether this 
Nuclear Fission is to prove a blessing or a curse to mankind and 
that question only time can answer. 

It is a source of satisfaction to the Company as well as to our 
comrade, Colonel Joseph E. Hughes, that his son, Lieutenant 
Joseph T. Hughes, was engaged upon the work of the Manhattan 
Project at Massachusetts Institute of Technology. This can now 
be disclosed although at the time it was one of the most closely 
guarded secrets in the history of our Country. 

Since the cessation of hostilities, our members who were in 
the active service have been coming home and many are the 
interesting, although some saddening stories we hear; but, as in 
all previous wars, the record of our participating members stands 
on a high plane. 

During the year, many important items have been recorded 
in the Company’s activities. A Committee is working upon a 
bronze plaque to commemorate the names of members in the 
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Armed Services of the Country. Another Committee has had the 
important task of revision of the Rules and Regulations. The 
Annual Record of Colonel Cahill’s administration which had 
been held in storage until the close of the war, has been sent to 
those members of the Honourable Artillery Company who visited 
us on the occasion of our Three Hundredth Anniversary. Alas, 
some of those men never would receive the book as they had laid 
down their lives in the service of their Country. 


An appeal was made for the support of the American Bible 
Society which sends Bibles to all men at war. The reply was 
most gratifying and helped establish the fact that this Company 
lends itself to the assistance of all good works. 


Later in this Record will be found several articles of historic 
interest relating to the past life of our Company. Recognition 
has been made of the fact that we have occupied our Headquar- 
ters for over two hundred years; also, a record of those earlier 
members who received honors at the hand of our Government. 
We urge the reading of these historical sketches. 


Rules and Regulations advise that while the Captain need not 
have military training, it is helpful if he has. The election of 
our Captain this year gave us a man who has had a broad and 
varied experience with a well rounded military and civil life. 


Captain Seiler enlisted in World War I October 1917 and 
served overseas from November 1917 as Senior Grade Master 
Engineer, Chemical Warfare Service, receiving an honorable dis- 
charge July 1919. In civil life, he graduated from Boston’s Eng- 
lish High School and. is president of H. J. Seiler Company 
founded by his father in 1873. He is a past president of the 
Rotary Club of Boston, member of the Corporation New England 
University, president South End Boy’s Club, an instructor Boston 
University Evening School, director Merchants Cooperative Bank 
of Boston, vice-president Massachusetts Restaurant Association, 
director National Restaurant Association and an officer of Aleppo 
Temple A. & A. Order of the Mystic Shrine. He thus brings to 
the Company that combination of military and civil experience 
which has proved of great help during his administration. In our 
Company, he has risen in regular form through Sergeancy, 
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Second and First Lieutenancies to the highest office the Com- 
pany can bestow. 

At the beginning of his administration, Captain Seiler told of 
some plans for the coming year which all have been carried out. 

A new loud speaker system to be installed with microphone 
for the Captain and one for the Clerk. A new 16 M. M. moving 
picture projector to be provided — new outlets in the floor so 
wiring need not run on floor — explained that there would be 
military formation at the opening and closing of each meeting 
with the three officers, Chief of Staff, Adjutant, Flankers, Aide, 
Judge Advocate, Colors, Color Guard and Sergeants participat- 
ing. New members would be given oath by the Captain and then 
marched to the Library where they would sign the book and be 
given interesting information of the Company by General Foote 
or Adjutant Colonel Arthur N. Payne. 

(A bugler was later engaged to sound the calls because of the 
inability of our bugler to attend meetings.) 

He stated that the Drum Head Election held on the Common 
on the June Anniversary and the formation of the hollow square 
would take place near the Governor’s tent where those present 
could have a closer view of it rather than to have that important 
part of our ceremony so far away near the Charles Street Mall 
as had been the custom for years. 

As the Record of the year enfolds, proof is shown of the 
Company’s wisdom in the Drum Head Election which resulted 
in the following Officers being chosen for the year.

I deeply appreciate this honor, sir, and shall serve the Company to the 
very best of my ability. I thank you, sir. (Receives halberd). 

After this ceremony was completed, Captain Seiler, through 
the Adjutant, Colonel Arthur N. Payne, gave his first General 
Order announcing his appointments to Staffs, after which the 
Company paraded to Copley Square and filed into the Copley 
Plaza Hotel for the Anniversary Day banquet and exercises. 


THE FALL FIELD DAY CELEBRATION 
SEPTEMBER 23 TO SEPTEMBER 27, 1945 


There was little hope that a Fall Field Day trip could be taken 
but that it would be necessary to hold the celebration in a Boston 
hotel. 


In August two meetings of the Officers and Past Commanders 
were held at the Hotel Statler for the purpose of formulating 
plans for the Fall Field Day Celebration. In the interim between 
these two meetings hostilities in the Pacific Theatre of war had 
ceased and the Captain had contacted the Canadian Steamship 
Company — the Canadian Pacific Railway and the Boston & 
Maine Railway with the hope that some sort of a Fall Tour 
could be taken to Quebec — possibly the Saguenay River — 
Governor Tobin attended the last of these two meetings and 
assured the Captain that he approved the trip — that there were 
no returning soldiers coming in from the north, therefore, the 
Company would not be interfering with the return of war veter- 
ans. The Captain, his Officers, the Assistant Paymaster, the Clerk 
and the Captain’s Aide went to Montreal and made preliminary 
plans, examined the ship and contacted the baggage transfer 
company. Then the Captain, the Aide and Assistant Paymaster 
went to Quebec where plans were made at the Chateau Frontenac, 
for a dinner on September 24th — and with Brigadier ‘Blais for 
the parade, and an escort of two Companies of Canadian Veteran 
Soldiers and a fifty piece band. 


The Captain on subsequent Monday Meetings used all the 
forces at his command to sell the members the virtues of the 
trip on such short notice. Plans were unfolding in order, when 
on Monday, September 10 at 4 P. M. Captain Seiler received a 
phone call from Montreal that the Canadian Steamship Company 
could not take the Company on the proposed trip due to a ruling 
from Ottawa. That same night, with a faith that somehow things 
would work out, the Captain again extolled the beauties of the St. 
Lawrence and the Saguenay, it was no time to falter. The next 
morning he was off on a plane to Montreal to find out what 
could be done to assure the trip. All day contacts were made and 
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the trip home that night, on a day coach, because planes were 
grounded, brought a tired Commander back to Boston with the 
determination that nothing would interfere with the trip —— and 
nothing did. At nine o’clock Sunday morning as a part of a 
regular Montreal train, and in day coaches 209 happy Ancients 
left the North Station. Two baggage cars were reserved for the 
baggage and for refreshments.

The Company assembled in the Armory in preparation for the 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. Coffee and doughnuts were served 
at 7:30 and after the calls formations were made, the Company 
paraded to the North Station and entrained for Montreal. The 
trip through the three states, Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Vermont, was one of continuous beauty of landscapes and Nature 
was most kind in the weather we enjoyed. This was the first Fall 
Field Tour of Duty outside the country since 1941 and the mem- 
bers appreciated to the utmost the careful preparation which had 
been made for their comfort. Box lunches were served and the 
Sergeants were free in their service of other refreshments. Arriv- 
ing in Montreal, buses were waiting to take the Company to the 
S.S. Richelieu, specially chartered for the Company’s exclusive 
use, where dinner was immediately served. A quiet evening was 
Spent in games, visiting among friends, and as the night was fair 
and balmy many sat out on the decks in comfortable steamer 
chairs, and well wrapped in blankets enjoyed the ever-changing 
Panorama of river traffic on the broad St. Lawrence. The general 
tule observed was “early to bed” in preparation for the busy 
day in Quebec.

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Reveille sounded early for a good start. Pursuant to the pub- 
lished call the Regular Meeting for September 24 was held in 
the dining room of the Richelieu following breakfast. Probably 
this will be considered one of the most unique of meetings ever 
held by the Company. The regular records of this meeting will 
be found in their proper place in our Archives. The election of 
James Hallett will always be a pleasant memory for him as 
being the only member ever elected under such circumstances. 


At 9 A. M. buses were taken for the Chateau Frontenac where 
formations were made and the Company paraded to the Cross 
of Sacrifice, Quebec’s memorial to the “Unknown Soldier.” An 
escort of two Companies of returned Canadian veterans under 
command of Lieutenant Colonel Chouinard and a military band 
of fifty pieces was furnished by Brigadier Edmond Blais. (The 
leader of the band was Lieutenant Edouard Belanger, a returned 
Canadian veteran, an accomplished violinist, who also rendered 
solos at the Banquet in the evening.) Here an impressive cere- 
mony was held. The precision and military carriage of the 
Canadian veterans was a treat to our men. Lieutenant General 
Foote was the orator of the day. He gave the first part of his 
oration in French, then without pause or break changed to Eng- 
lish, closing with an original poem of great beauty of thought 
and expression, delivered in his own dramatic manner. The poem 
was his answer to the famous poem of the last war, “The Poppies 
on Flanders Field,” bringing to our thoughts other fields of this 
war, where, perhaps, not Poppies, but other flowers of memory 
shall grow. The concluding benediction given by General Foote, 
which is recorded in the reprint of his speech, was a touching 
salute and tribute to the dead of two wars. 


Mon Captaine, Mon General, Votre Excellence, Les Messieurs et Dame, 
Mes Comrade de Quebec.

Ici a 
Yombre de tous ce qui est consacré, nous devrions nous mettre a genoux 
pour remerciez le bon dieu que ces homme ont vecu et sont mort pour 
nous donner la liberty.

Nous sommes profondement humilier devant votre magnifique croix de 
sacrifice, ce biyuac des morts rendu precieux par les larmes des meres et 
des veuves et consacre par les prieres de la nation. 


En face de leurs sacrifice nous somme faibles mais leurs ames marcheront 
tojours et vivront toujours. 

We stand in awe at this great symbol of the heroic achievements of 
history for here truly is represented toil and tears — hope and ambitions 
and bitter disappointment, but always devotion to the cause of freedom 
and liberty for men. 

Here in this vicinity, men have lived, struggled and died for an ideal: 
and strangely enough whether French, British, or American, this ideal 
Seemed to be one and the same, — personal freedom and the right of self 
government, 

One might well imagine that here could be heard the sound of tramping 
feet and the shouted commands of brave leaders. 

; Whether in the glory of the noonday, or the silence of the night, there 
is the eternal vigil of the dead. On fame’s eternal camping ground, their 
Souls have found peace, and history marks their gallant deeds. 

But again the sound of the bugle and the measured tread of marching 
feet as we end the greatest struggle of all time. Again men have suffered 
and died that we might be free, and joined that mighty host of those who 
have died that others might live. 

It is very fitting that this ancient Corps should journey to this shrine 
of freedom, Here to pay humble tribute not only to those heroes of yester- 
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years, but to those of today, who have made the supreme sacrifice: that 
tyranny shall be crushed, and that there shall be freedom for all men. 

We come today, not with songs of victory on our lips, but in humbleness 
before Almighty God — God of nations — God of battles and with 
prayers of thanksgiving that the world has peace. 

This beautiful holy shrine, bathed in the blood of the brave sons of 
Quebec — made precious by the tears of mothers and wives — made sacred 
by the prayers of a nation, will ever be an inspiration to all men. 


Oh ye, who sleep where poppies blow, 
The torch ye threw, we held up high, 
We pressed your quarrel with the foe, 
And freedom’s light will never die. 
Others now rest, where poppies blow, 
To join you in that eternal sleep, 

Our flags now fly o’er Tokio, 

The Hun is silent in defeat. 

Rest, rest in peace, ye soldiers brave, 
On God’s eternal camping ground, 
Safe kept the freedoms ye died to save 
No more for you the bugle sound. 


Turning to the Memorial and saluting, General Foote closed 
with this Benediction 

I salute you, my comrades. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts salutes you. In the arms of the Almighty and 
Everlasting God, may your souls find rest and peace. 

After this ceremony was completed, the Company was re- 
formed and the parade continued to the famous Citadel. This 
was a special courtesy as the public had not been admitted during 
the war. We were shown all the historic features of this fortress 
which was built, or rather rebuilt, in 1823-1832. Under the 
French, previous to 1759, there were many fortifications which 
all had been dismantled after the capitulation of Quebec. In- 
cluding the present one there have been fifteen since the arrival 
of Jacques Cartier in 1536. One of the fine memorials is to those 
officers and men of the 2nd Canadian Division of the 13th British 
Infantry Brigade who were killed in the Battle of Vimy Ridge 
in France in April of 1917. Of course one of the most interesting 
relics from our point of view was the small brass cannon which 
the British captured at the Battle of Bunker Hill in 1776. The 
garrison is very proud of this piece. It is on a small guarded 
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emplacement and is kept highly polished. The usual quips were 
bandied back and forth that “you have the cannon but we still 
have the hill.” Our Company was divided into small groups which 
were taken through all parts of the Fortress by Canadian officers 
who explained the points of interest. After dinner aboard the 
“Richelieu” buses were taken, some members going on sightseeing 
trips and others taking the trip to the Shrine of Ste. Anne de Beau- 
pre, where we were conducted through the beautiful edifice by one 
of the Redemptorist Fathers. On the return trip a short stop was 
made at Kent House, the former residence of the father of Queen 
Victoria, where we viewed the Falls of Montmorency, to see the 
wildly tossing waters in their drop to the gorge, hundreds of 
feet deeper than that of Niagara, but not to be compared with 
Niagara in the volume of water. In the evening, the Fall Field 
Day Banquet was held in the Chateau Frontenac, a full account 
of which will be found later on in this volume. The ship was to 
sail as soon as we should be returned, but unfortunately a dense 
fog prevailed so that after proceeding only a few miles we were 
obliged to anchor to await its lifting. 

Tuespay, SEPTEMBER 25, 1945

On arising we found the fog still heavy and the Ship still at 
anchor. The fog lifted early in the afternoon and the Ship once 
more got under weigh. 


THE MITCHELL MARAUDERS 

At eleven o’clock the Company assembled in the Music Room 
and gave attention to General Keville who gave a humorous 
decoration to the so-called “Mitchell Marauders.” Major Barnard 
and Bill Wraye amused by several witty stories. 

The afternoon was spent in rest, relaxation, and games and in 
the evening the Sergeants, assisted by the Orchestra, gave a more 
elaborate entertainment, the program being enlivened by num- 
bers presented by the members which disclosed considerable 
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unsuspected talent in our midst. About 10 P. M. the Ship passed 
the bold and rocky Cape Trinity where stands the statue of the 
Virgin Mary. The search light was turned on and the Ship Cap- 
tain gave an account of the building of the statue. The Ship 
docked at Bagotville where the night was spent. 


WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 26, 1945

The Ship sailed about 8 A. M. The sky was overcast with 
some fog, but cleared before we reached the statue of Ste. Anne, 
previously noted. Later a brief stop was made at Tadoussac, a 
spot of great natural beauty. Tadoussac was closed for the season 
but three peremptory blasts awoke the somnolent town and prob- 
ably never were so many decrepit vehicles and spavined horses 
hitched up so rapidly and galloped so hard to the landing. 
Leaving Tadoussac we were shown the Bay and Town of St. 
Catherine. The Town of St. Catherine is particularly noted as 
the place where the first criminal trial was held on the American 
Continent. Here two men were convicted and hanged for the 
attempted murder of Champlain. 


Other points of interest were explained by the Captain whose 
voice was heard by loud speakers throughout the Ship. Murray 
Bay was passed without stopping and a short stop was made at 
Quebec but no one was allowed off the Ship. 


THE CAPTAIN’S DINNER 


The Company assembled in the Dining Room after the Officers 
and distinguished guests had entered. At the head table were 
Captain Seiler, Captain Bodensick, Governor Tobin, Lieutenant 
Coxwell, Lieutenant MacPherson, General Foote, General Keville, 
Captain McKenzie, Major Malley, Captain Riddell, Captain 
Volpe, Captain Bunker, Captain Roberts, Adjutant Payne, and 
William Wraye. The Company toasted the King and the Presi- 
dent. 
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Captain Seiler, before introducing the first speaker, told of 
the difficulties in preparing this Fall Field Day Trip and that 
during the preliminary arrangements it seemed that the whole 
trip would have to be cancelled owing to wartime restrictions. 
However, he took a plane, rushed to Montreal and Ottawa, and 
succeeded in getting the permission required. Captain Seiler said 
he had told Captain Bodensick of the Canada Steamship Lines 
that he proposed to dump some two hundred men on his wharf 
and it was up to him to take care of them. A fortunate and 
friendly fog settled in just before we reached Montreal and after 
boarding the Ship Captain Bodensick felt it wise to get out into 
the stream which apparently relieved him from some of the 
restrictions which would have applied to hotels. In any event, 
we got started. Captain Seiler stated that Captain Bodensick had 
spent many years as Captain of Ships and has been sixteen years 
with the Canada Steamship Lines. He had an enviable record in 
World War I and has done a grand job during the difficult years 
of this war. 


Captain Seiler said the memory of this trip would live long 
with our members, and that he desired the Captain and other 
personnel of the Ship to remember the trip themselves. In appre- 
ciation of his services a gift of a silver tray was then made to 
Captain Bodensick. Following this, gifts were made to the Chief 
Officers, the Chef, and Steward who came forward and received 
generous applause. One hundred fifty dollars was given to the 
head Steward for distribution among other of the Ship’s per- 
sonnel. 


Captain Seiler then introduced Governor Tobin, stating we 
were honored that our distinguished member was able to take 
the trip with us. Governor Tobin stated that he was glad that 
acting under orders he was able to do what Benedict Arnold was 
unable to do, namely, to invade Canada, and that it was a 
pleasure to relax with this fine group. He paid’a tribute to our 
Honorary Member, Secretary of State Cook, stating he felt he 
should recommend to Secretary of State Byrnes that Comrade 
Cook be made United States Assistant Secretary of State. After 
the dinner, the Company assembled in the Music Room where 
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they were entertained by professional entertainers who had 
boarded the Ship at Quebec. 
THuRSDAY, SEPTEMBER 27, 1945

a fitting ending to another of our successful Fall Field Day 
Trips. Boston was reached a little after 7 P. M. There was no 
parade to the Armory.

At 7:30,the Company assembled at the Chateau Frontenac, in 
Quebec, for the Anniversary Exercises. 

When all had been placed around the tables, Captain Seiler 
called for attention to Mgr. Chamberland, who invoked the 
Divine blessing.

HONORABLE MAURICE J. TOBIN 
Governor or THE COMMONWEALTH 
The Annual Fall Field Day of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company is being held this year in a city with which Massachusetts has 
had many contacts during the past three centuries. 
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On some occasions in the earlier periods of our history there have been 
hostile expeditions from “South of the Border.” In several instances military 
and naval forces from Boston and other sections of the colonies marched 
or sailed against this city so strategically located upon the St. Lawrence. 


In other words, there have been many times when news that a group — 
especially a military group — was approaching Quebec, was a signal to 
call out the guard and make preparations for a very warm welcome. 


But the passage of the years brought a peaceful settlement of all the 
real or fancied grievances that provoked such outbreaks, Now, as we know, 
the cordial relations between Quebec and Massachusetts — just as between 
all of Canada and all of the United States — are an example for all the 
world to emulate. 


Speaking of earlier chapters in the history of our two countries reminds 
me of one of the provisions of the famous Quebec Act of 1774. As the 
Governor of our Commonwealth, and as a former member of its Legisla- 
ture, I am naturally very much interested in laws, acts, and ordinances. 
So, as I was refreshing my acquaintance with the history of Eastern 
Canada I came upon the Quebec Act of 1774, and I noticed that among 
other restrictions, it placed a heavy tax upon spirits or molasses brought 
into this province. 


Frankly, I am wondering if that particular provision has been repealed, 
because I am informed by the Captain of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company that in addition to a store of weapons and ammunition 
— always taken along on these military expeditions — the Quartermaster 
of the Ancients has brought over the border a considerable quantity of — 
Molasses. 


To revert to the more serious aspects of our yisit to the historic city of 
Quebec, may I say that it is a genuine pleasure for me as Governor of an 
equally historic Commonwealth to bring to the goyernment and the citizens 
of this Province the official greetings of Massachusetts, and to express my 
personal gratification at the opportunity to enjoy the famous hospitality of 
Old Quebec. 

No other city on the North American Continent excels Quebec in the 
beauty and impressiveness of its setting, and in the vividness of its ex- 
perience down through the centuries. 


Before a white man ever gazed in admiration at this majestic promontory, 
the Indians had made it a tribal home. This imposing gateway of the north 
became the earliest stopping place of Cartier more than 400 years ago; it 
became the cradle of civilization in Canada; and it became the cornerstone 
of “New France”, a dominion of which the court at Versailles dreamed 
when Champlain founded here, in 1608, the first European settlement on 
Canadian soil. 


This advantageously located settlement became, likewise, the scene of 
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one of the great, decisive battles in the history of mankind, the Battle on 
the Plains of Abraham, in- 1759. 

But entirely apart from its historical inportance, Quebec is memorable 
for the example it has given of how two peoples, of different nationalities 
and different cultures, can live in harmony and mutual helpfulness. That 
example should be a lesson to the whole world as the United Nations 
undertake the most momentous project in all human history. 

If all the peoples of the world who cherish the same ideals of justice and 
liberty are to succeed in their efforts to establish permanent peace, it will 
be because men of different races and different cultures learn to live in 
harmony, as the people of the Province of Quebec have lived for so many 
decades, 

So I gladly pay tribute not only to the cordiality and the genuine 
friendliness of our hosts, the people of Quebec, but also to their splendid 
example of unity and harmony. 

In behalf of the government and the citizens of the Grand Old Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and as a member of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, may I offer a toast to the government and citizens 
of the Grand Old Province and City of Quebec.

Gentlemen; 

It is a real pleasure for me to be able to greet and welcome today on 
‘behalf of the City of Quebec the members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

We are welcoming you, gentlemen, not merely as distinguished visitors 
but also as old and sympathetic friends, It would be hard to find another 
organization of any kind on this continent which has shown in the past 
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more interest and attachment to our old ‘city than your splendid Artillery 
Company. Before the war, it was our privilege on several occasions to be 
host to your association and then came the second world-wide struggle 
which had made it almost impossible for you to meet outside of your 
country. Is it necessary for me to say how much we appreciate your atten- 
tion and how proud we feel that you should have remained so fond of 
our old and historic city as to come here again as soon as world conditions 
made it possible? I remember that in 1942, I had the pleasure of extending 
an invitation to your Captain Commander who replied saying how much 
he regretted that transportation difficulties made it impossible to come here. 


May I address a word of special greeting to Governor Tobin of Massa- 
chusetts, whom I am greatly honoured to welcome as a good friend of our 
city where it has been our pleasure to see him often. His presence here 
today adds to the importance of this event and I hope that it will be 
agreeable for him to accept our best wishes for himself and the people of 
the great American State that he represents here and of which he is the 
First Citizen, 


You are meeting, gentlemen, in a world-famous city and in a world- 
renowned hotel, At the very spot where you are gathered, the Chiefs of 
the Allied Nations met, as you know, on two different occasions for the 
successful planning of the decisive operations which brought about the 
crushing of Germany and then of Japan, and the restoration of peace in 
this world. 


These meetings which brought together here the two great leaders of 
Democracy, the Late President Franklin Delano Roosevelt and former 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill, with their full staff of advisors, will go 


down in history as one of the finest examples of cooperative spirit that the 
world has known. 


My only regret, gentlemen, is that your stay in Quebec is too short. You 
will be given time however to visit some of our historic sites and monu- 
ments and our places of interest. I hope that everyone of you will enjoy 
this visit, An enthusiastic writer about Quebec wrote recently: “On the 
north shore of the mighty St. Lawrence river lies the ancient historical 
city of Quebec, capital of the Province of Quebec since 1867, with its 
saga of mystery, adventure and battle. The grandeur of its site and an 
unusually colorful history combine to make it one of the most unique and 
famous cities of the world. Many hours can be spent getting acquainted 
with its beauties and its manifold objects of historic and legendary interest”. 
May you all carry home the same favourable impression of Quebec.

because of insufficient food supplies and the hard winter. 


Truly he was not too late, he was too early, because that genial 
and efficient military host to us today was yet to be born.

He has boundless 
energy and an infinite capacity for detail.

It is a great pleasure, Gentlemen, to present to you Andrew S. Seiler,

Captain SrILer: Since 1638, when Captain Robert Keayne of 
Windsor, England strove to perpetuate the traditions of the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London, and requested of Gov- 
ernor Winthrop the right to organize a Company of Militia to 
protect the town of Boston and the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
from the Indians, through the difficult era when General George 
Washington despatched Benedict Arnold to the siege of Quebec, 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
has carried on through the war and peace. 

We come to you this day, your Worship Mayor Borne and to 


you Brigadier Blais, to renew and re-aflirm our true friendship 
toward the people of Quebec. 
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‘This morning we marched in a column with your troops and 
had the honor of conducting memorial services at The Cross of 
Sacrifice. Our Lieutenant General Alfred Foote addressed your 
citizenry and your soldiers in their native tongue as an indication 
that differences in language need not erect a barrier between peo- 
ples, who otherwise have a common friendship. Truly this is a 
friendship and understanding built up over a period of years 
with a boundary line undisturbed by the tramp of soldiers and 
with the countryside free from fortifications. 

Over a period of fifty years, we have made pilgrimages to 
Canada on our Fall Tour of Duty and have been received with 
a warmth that bids well for the continuances of these splendid 
exchanges of friendship.

RECORD OF FALL FIELD DAYS 


We have stated that the record of Fall Field Day parades 
begins with the year 1838. In Robert’s history, he states that the 
first Fall Field Day celebration outside of Boston was a trip “by 
rail” to Newton on October 16, 1834. On this trip, they were 
headed by the Brigade Band and held target practice for musket 
and cannon. On August 3, 1835, the Company went by train to 
Worcester for Field and Company duty. They paraded through 
the principal streets of the city and were escorted to their en- 
campment grounds where tents were pitched. The following day, 
they had target practice. The regular October Field Day that year 


was held in South Boston. 


In 1836, the Company paraded to Charlestown and in 1837, 
after drilling for two hours on the Common, they paraded to 


South Boston. 


As these were outside Boston city proper and were the first of 
such outside visits, we record that the dates of the Fall Field 


Day, outside of Boston, begin in 1834.

We were delighted to welcome back from service our distin- 
guished member, Honorable Eugene A. Hudson, who recently has 
been appointed Judge of the Massachusetts Superior Court. 
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Rear Admiral Willard Baker presented the good will of the 
Navy. He gave a brief historical sketch mentioning that General 
Washington first instigated our Navy consisting of a few poorly 
armed and equipped ships from which our present enormous sea 
power, and to which Admiral Baker made a glowing eulogy, has 
grown. It is interesting to remember that in this first weak fleet 
was a schooner carrying eight guns which was the first of seven 
United States warships to bear the name WASP, and that the 
last and seventh WASP was the famous Aircraft Carrier whose 
keel was laid March 18, 1942, and at whose launching Governor 
Tobin, then Mayor of Boston, attended and gave the greetings 
and good wishes of the City of Boston. 

Mayor Curley was unable to be present but sent his good will 
messages through Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell B. Grossman. 

Vice Admiral Derby, Commander of First Coast Guard Dis- 
trict, made complimentary remarks and emphasized the need of 
maintaining an efficient Coast Guard. 


Our long-time friend, Brigadier General William J. Keville, 


- took a bow. Governor Bradford, who is one of our distinguished 


members, was presented. He said that one out of every eight 
citizens of Massachusetts is a veteran of this war, that there were 
a hundred Massachusetts men at Corregidor, and at the raising 
of the United States flag on Iwo Jima there was present Sergeant 
George Hall of Stoneham who had been buried just a few days 
previously with full military honors. Bringing in a slightly 
political atmosphere and smiling at the Governor, he said, “Re- 
gardless of what might appear in the public press, there is one 
thing his Excellency and I agree upon: that next year there must 
be a new Lieutenant Governor.” 


Governor Tobin, as Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces 
of Massachusetts and as a distinguished member of the Com- 
pany, received a great ovation. He recalled to our minds the 
history of our Company as it was a part of the history of our 
country and shared in the perils of 1776 and 1812. He urged 
that members of this Corps must take their places in the country 
as teachers and that we must save the country from totalitari- 
anism so that differences between governments may be settled 
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in a peaceful and orderly way. Now America must be prepared. 
Our power, spiritual, material, and military, demands that we 
take our place to assure world peace, because the advance of 
dictatorship always means that the final result is war. The con- 
flict between spiritualism and materialism must find some way 
of adjustment together with other governments by mutual com- 
promise, recognizing the dignity of all men. We can live only if 
we are strong, but that strength must be used in the furtherance 
of peace. He reminded us that two-thirds of our Company were 
in the Armed Forces during the war between the States and that 
in the first World War many of the members of this Company 
again were included in the Armed Forces. He said it is still fresh 
in our memory how many of our comrades participated in World 
War II; five of them having laid down their lives in the service 
of their country. 

The Governor called for the strongest National Guard this 
nation has ever seen, during his plea for the preservation of s 
world peace.

for demobilization, this nation must have a force of 1,500,000 
men trained in all types of warfare, if the peace is to be pre- 
served. 

“Unless this happens,” he said, “we will find ourselves in the 
Position of Secretary of State Stimson in 1931, writing protests 
without the power to back them up.” 

The members were greatly stirred by the Governor’s eloquence 
which carried him to great heights in the delivery of his speech. 

Another to receive tribute at the dinner was Colonel George T. 
Lee of Norwood, hero of 280 air Missions. 

At the conclusion of the exercises, Captain Seiler presented 
Governor Tobin with two pieces of Sheffield Circa 1800.

Cares T. CAHILL

Lieutenant Colonel Charles Tracy Cahill, descendant of John 
Alden of the Mayflower, was born in Lowell, Mass., October 
17, 1867, died in Cambridge, Mass., May 30, 1946. Educated in 
the public schools of Lowell, he began his business experience 
with the Lowell Courier-Citizen. Later he became advertising 
manager of the former White Bros. Co. a leather firm, and on 
April 1, 1900 he became advertising manager of the United Shoe 
Machinery Corporation, later becoming the firm’s public rela- 
tions chief, retiring in 1942. 

He was elected Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company in 1937 and that summer took our members to London 
to visit the Honourable Artillery Company, also the Continent. 
In 1938 as Commander he received the Honourable Artillery 
Company in Boston on their return visit. These two events were 
brilliant affairs and he was more than equal to meeting all the 
notables at these occasions and upholding the prestige and dignity 
of our organization. 

He served in the 2nd Corps Cadets, then in the 8th Regiment 
when he served in the Lawrence strike and was later appointed 
Adjutant of the 2nd Brigade Massachusetts National Guard by 
Brigadier General E. Leroy Sweetser, Commanding. He served 
in that capacity at the Mexican Border and also in the first 
World War until its end. He was a fine type of officer, a true 
soldier, and a gentleman at all times. His work as Adjutant was 
frequently commended by inspecting officers. 

In civilian and fraternal life he was also prominent, becoming 
Past Master of Ancient York Lodge, A.F. & A.M. of Lowell, also 
Past Master of Major General Henry Knox Lodge, A.F. & A.M., 
the military lodge in Boston. He also became 2nd Lieutenant 
Commander of Massachusetts Consistory 32nd Degree and Past 
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Thrice Illustrious Master of Roxbury Council, Royal and Select 
Masons and in 1938 was Potentate of Aleppo Temple 
A.A.O.N.M.S. He also had the distinction of being President of 
the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association for three years 
and his oil portrait hangs in Mechanics Hall. Boston Rotary Club, 
Sons of the American Revolution, Officers of Foreign Wars, the 
American Legion, Sons of the Mayflower Descendants, Sons of 
Officers of Colonial Wars, Boston Boot and Shoe Club and New 
England Shoe and Leather Association were other activities in 
which he was keenly interested. 

His kindly, courteous and cheerful manner combined with 
a true consideration for others endeared him to his countless 
friends. He will be much missed in the councils of all these 
affiliations because of his unselfish, willing and genial coopera- 
tion, plus his constructive ideas that sprang from an encyclopedic 
mind of originality. 

We who had the privilege of being close to him knew the ever 
present warmth of his steadfast character.

As a citizen he was of the highest type and those who came in 
Contact with him felt that assurance. 

Tf one can speak of the ending of a well spent life, so untimely 
taken by accident, it would be to say, “Well done, you have left 

a pattern for others to follow which can but lead to the noblest 
standards of life.” 

Be it further resolved that a copy of this resolution be sent to 
his widow and daughter.

After passing in review before the Old Guard and Colors, the 
“Star Spangled Banner” was sung by Lucy Monroe.

HISTORICAL ARTICLES 
ConcresstonaL Mepau or Honor MemBErs

The highest award for valor that can be attained by a citizen of the 
United States is the Medal of Honor which is awarded only by Act of 
Congress, The law governing this Medal was enacted on December 21, 
1861, for the Navy, and on July 12, 1862, for the Army, and prescribed 
that it could only be granted to one who “in action involving actual con- 
flict with an enemy, distinguished himself conspicuously by gallantry and 
intrepidity at the risk of his life, above and beyond the call of duty.” 


In a Company with so limited a membership as the Ancients, it is out- 
standing that we should have had four members entitled to wear this 
Medal, and further, all four were members at the same time. 

The best known of the four men was Major George H. Maynard because 
he remained a member until his death in 1927 and is well remembered by 
many of our present members, Major Maynard was born in Waltham 
February 2, 1836, and at an early age entered the jewelry business. At the 
time of the Civil War he enlisted as a Private in the 13th Massachusetts 
Infantry and on January 17, 1864, was commissioned a Captain in the 82nd 
Regiment of U. S. Colored Infantry, promoted March 13, 1865, to the rank 
of Brevet Major for distinguished and meritorious services. He was mus- 
tered out September 10, 1866, 

Major Maynard won his Medal at the Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia, 
on December 13, 1862, while he was a Private in Company D, 13th Massa- 
chusetts Infantry, and his citation reads: 

“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on the 
skirmish line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the front line under 
a severe fire and carried the wounded man to a place of safety.” 

Major Maynard also distinguished himself at the Battle of Antietam on 
September 17, 1862 and at the Battle of Marianna, Florida on September 
27, 1864. At the Battle of Antietam, while under fire, he bore to the rear 
from the firing line, two wounded comrades, and returned, At Marianna, 
when some of his colored soldiers would have killed some of their Con- 
federate prisoners, by his own force and courage he prevented a general 
massacre. 

Major Maynard joined the Ancients in 1875, was First Sergeant of 
Infantry in 1879 and Fourth Sergeant in 1887. He died on December 26, 
1927, at the age of ninety-one and on his death left his entire estate in 
trust, which has since reverted to the Ancients and is administered by the 
Trustees of the Permanent Fund. 

Lowell M. Maxham, who joined the Ancients in 1887, was born in South 
Carver, Massachusetts on December 6, 1841. His business was that of inven- 
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tor, perhaps his best known invention being that of the electric third rail 
used in trolley and elevated railway systems. He enlisted as a Private in 
Company F, 7th Massachusetts Infantry and became a Corporal. He fought 
thru the Peninsular Campaign of 1862, at Antietam and Fredericksburg 
the same year and also in the Chancellorsville campaign of 1863. It was in 
this last named campaign, at the Battle of Marye’s Heights, on May 3, 
1863, that Corporal Maxham won his Medal of Honor. His citation reads: 


“This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face of a deadly 
fire from the enemy at close range, hearing a call to retreat, rallied 
the Colors, rushed bravely forward, and was the first to enter the 
enemy’s works on the crest of Marye’s Heights, Virginia, and helped 
plant his Regimental Colors there.” 


Upon reforming his lines, his Lieutenant Colonel called Corporal Maxham 
before the Regiment and promoted him to be Color Sergeant. Not knowing 
how badly wounded Maxham was at the time, this officer placed the Colors 
in his charge. Maxham insisted on carrying the flag into the second battle 
that day at Salem Heights, where he was again wounded and carried from 
the battlefield disabled for life. He was discharged from the service by 
reason of wounds on August 18, 1863. 

Corporal Maxham was Third Sergeant of Infantry in the Ancients in 
1891 and the records show he was a faithful attendant at affairs for many 
years. He was honorably discharged on May 28, 1906, and died in Boston 
on February 13, 1931, at the age of eighty-nine. 


Colonel Gardner C. Hawkins joined the Company on May 18, 1891. He 
was born in Pomfret, Vermont in 1846. He was living in Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, at the time of his enlistment, in 1863, in Company E, 3rd Vermont 
Infantry, of which Company he became First Lieutenant, It was at Peters- 
burg, Virginia, on April 2, 1865, in the last desperate days of the Civil 
War, when the Confederates tried to break thru the lines that Colonel 
Hawkins won his Medal of Honor. His citation reads: 


“When the lines were wavering from the well directed fire of the 
enemy, this Officer, acting Adjutant of the Regiment, sprang forward, 
and with encouraging words cheered the soldiers on, and although 
desperately wounded, refused to leave the field until the enemy’s 
works were taken.” 


The wound Colonel Hawkins received at Petersburg resulted in the loss 
of an eye. He gained his rank of Colonel by serving on the staff of Governor 
Greenhalge in 1894. He resigned from the Ancients on May 28, 1897, and 
died in Winthrop on December 13, 1913 at the age of sixty-seven years. 


Colonel Francis Snow Hesseltine joined the Ancients on May 13, 1889, 
and seems to have held no office during his membership. He was Colonel 
of the 13th Maine Infantry and won his Medal of Honor at Matagorda 
Bay, Texas, on December 29 and 30, 1863, His citation reads as follows: 
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“In command of a detachment of one hundred men, he conducted 
a reconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating back an attacking 
force of more than one thousand Confederates, and regained his 
transport without loss.” 

Colonel Hesseltine was born in Bangor, Maine, on December 10, 1833, 
and was a lawyer by profession. He was a member of Massachusetts Com- 
mandery of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion. In Volume 1 of Civil 
War Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, appears an article writ- 
ten by Colonel Hesseltine entitled “Amusing the Enemy,” in which he 
describes his exploit but very modestly omits to mention the fact that as a 
result of that exploit he was awarded the Medal of Honor. 


Colonel Hesseltine resigned from the Ancients on September 8, 1896. 
He died at his residence, 403 Walnut St., Newtonville, on February 17, 
1916, and is buried in Wyoming Cemetery, Melrose. 

We have a bust and picture of Major Maynard displayed quite promi- 
nently in our Headquarters. It would seem that we could easily secure 


pictures of the other heroes and make a proper display as befits this 
unusual circumstance. 


Two Hunprep Years IN Fanevit Harn 
April 7, 1746 to April 7, 1946 
By Captain Wallace D. Riddell 


The Ancients have their Armory in Faneuil Hall today because the Town 
of Boston was growing and needed the space they had occupied for eighty- 
eight years in the “Old Towne House” as theirs of right under the will of 
their first Commander, Captain Robert Keayne. 

Captain Keayne’s will (he died on March 23, 1656) bequeathed three 
hundred pounds to the Town for a Market House, in which he specified 
there should be room for the General Court, Town Officers, a Library, and 
further, “a room for an Armory to keep the arms of the Artillery Company 
and for the soldiers to meet in when they have occasion.” The bequest was 
accepted and the Town became obligated to furnish the Armory for the 
“Artillery Company” which is the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of today. 

With the help of contributions by certain citizens, many of whom were 
members of the Company, the Market House or “Towne House” as it was 
soon called, was completed in 1658 on the site of the present Old State 
House at the head of State Street. The original building burned completely 
in 1711, was rebuilt in 1712, and again burned in 1747, At this latter fire 
the outer walls were left standing and they make up the walls of the present 
structure, 

In 1742 the Market which Peter Faneuil, a merchant of the Town, had 
given to Boston, was completed and was named Faneuil Hall in his honor. 
Originally intended only as a Market, a hall had been added, making it a 
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two-story building, At this time Boston had a population of about 16,000 
and more space was needed in the Town House for the General Court and 
also for the Town and Colony Officers. Space was found for the Ancients in 
Faneuil Hall and on April 7, 1746, the Company moved into their new 
quarters, 

It should not be assumed that the quarters of the Ancients either in the 
Town House or in the early days of Faneuil Hall were large enough for 
drilling or to hold meetings of any size. As a matter of fact the space given 
them was just about large enough to store their arms and permit of small 
gatherings, In those days public buildings and even churches were not 
heated because of the danger of fire. According to our early records most 
evening meetings were held in the homes of the Officers and Sergeants 
and all drilling was conducted on the Common or other training fields. 
Also it would appear that all Company records were kept in the homes 
of the Officers, which would perhaps account for the fact that we have no 
report of their loss either in the burning of the Town House in 1711 or 
of Faneuil Hall in 1761. 

In the early days of the Colony every able-bodied man between the ages 
of sixteen and sixty was required to drill once a week, usually on Saturday. 
He was required to furnish his own musket, powder, balls and bayonet, 
and in addition a sword which was carried along with the musket. The 
Non-Commissioned Officers, in addition to swords, were equipped with 
half-pikes or halberds, and the Officers with espontoons. 


After 1693 when the danger from Indian attacks had practically disap- 
peared, the law reduced the number of training days to four. At this time, 
however, the Ancients had five training days: The first Monday in Septem- 
ber; the afternoon of the first Monday in October; the afternoon of the 
first Monday in April; the first Monday in May and the first Monday in 
June, which was Election Day, the day of the “Artillery Sermon” and the 
day of the banquet. It would appear from the records that until 1760 the 
Anniversary Dinner was served at one of the numerous taverns in the Town, 
many of whose proprietors were members of the Company. In 1760, how- 
ever, according to the minutes of the Town of Boston, “The Artillery 
Company desired of the Selectmen the use of Faneuil Hall for their Com- 
pany to dine in the First Monday in June.” From that time on, except 
during the Revolution and at times while the building was under repair, 
until June of 1913, the Ancients regularly held their Anniversary Dinner 
in Faneuil Hall, In 1913 Municipal restrictions against serving banquets 
in Faneuil Hall forced the Company to seek other places, The Copley Plaza 
Hotel was chosen and our Anniversary Dinners have been held there ever 
since except for June of 1915 when an exception was allowed us, with the 
understanding that it was not to set a precedent. 

Our ancestors in the Company would not appear to have — dainty 
eaters, After each of the four training days it was required that a collation 
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be served at the expense of each of the Sergeants in turn, the number of 
Sergeants in those days being four, Compared to the Anniversary Dinner, 
a collation was just a “snack,” being limited by the rules to two gallons of 
wine, eight gallons of punch, (consisting of rum, sugar, lemons, water), 
biscuits and ten pounds of cheese. The Anniversary Dinners up to 1740 
were provided by the Commissioned Officers at their own expense, but it 
was felt that this custom “kept many desirable gentlemen from entering 
the ranks,” and so that year the Company contributed 30 pounds to help 
defray expenses, which contribution was gradually increased from year to 
year until it reached 70 pounds. Then, in 1749, the contribution by the 
Company funds was reduced to 13 pounds, 6 shillings, and the members 
were assessed a small amount. In 1820 the Company took over the giving 
of the Dinners, assessing the members, and a committee was appointed to 
make all arrangements, This is what they contracted for: 


Serving 

Pounds Dishes 
6 rounds a la mode beef 120 12 
6 rumps of second cuts, roasted 150 10 
6 fillets of veal, stuffed and roasted 70 6 
15 pigs 180 30 
5 hams boiled, and 5 roasted 120 10 
Saltpetered beef 25 10 
Salmon, boiled 100 15 
Tongues, boiled 175 18 
Puddings 40 
Totals 940 151 


Together with potatoes, asparagus, and 
other vegetables and condiments. 


The Committee guaranteed 200 plates at $1.17 per plate but a greater 
number attended. The Committee had been told to hold down expenses 
o “only” the following liquid refreshments were served: 

30 gallons of wine at $2.00 per gallon 
10 gallons of first proof brandy at 1.374% per gallon 
10 gallons of spirits at $1.20 per gallon 
50 gallons of punch at 75c per gallon 
1 barrel of cider at $6.00 
5 gallons of Lisbon wine for constables and 
musicians at $1.25 per gallon. 


It was at this June Anniversary Dinner that the famous punch bowl 
which is now in our museum was presented to us. The bowl is inscribed 
“The Military Company of Boston, called the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Boston, Incorporated 1638.” It was made in China at the 
order of a member of the Company, Ephraim Prescott, who was trading in 
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that country and died on the passage home. The intended present was 
unknown to the Company and was turned over to his widow with his other 
effects. Some 30 years later it was discovered by a friend of the Company, 
Senator Jonathan Hunnewell, who purchased it for $15 from the widow 
and presented it to the Company. The bowl was used at all Anniversary 
Dinners for many years. It was filled with the famous Artillery Punch 
which a Committee started to prepare many weeks in advance of June 
Day. The recipe for the punch seems to have been lost and it might be that 
some future Commander could make a real reputation for himself by or- 
ganizing or conducting a search for it. 


Faneuil Hall burned in 1761 when no records of the Company appear to 
have been lost. To rebuild the Hall the Town of Boston organized a lottery 
but from the records it does not seem to have been a particularly successful 
one as the last of the lottery tickets were not sold until August of 1768. 
The Hall was rebuilt, being completed in 1763 and the Ancients moved 
back in. The man who had charge of the rebuilding was Onesiphorus 
Tileston, who was Captain of the Company in 1762. He with other trades- 
men employed in the rebuilding found it necessary in 1765 to petition the 
Town for relief on unpaid bills incurred in the work, but were told they 
would have to wait until the money was received from the lottery. 


Faneuil Hall burned on January 13, 1761, and the rebuilding was so far 
along that a dedicatory service was held by the Town on March 14, 1763, 
with James Otis, afterward famous as the Revolutionary orator acting as 
Moderator. The new building followed practically the plans of the old, 
being 40 feet wide and 100 feet long, two stories in height, and with a 
seating capacity in the Hall of about 1000. In 1803 the Company felt it 
needed more room. They found there was considerable unoccupied space 
between the Hall and the roof. Permission was obtained from the Selectmen 
to occupy this attic with their guns and equipment. The necessary changes 
and improvements cost the Company a total of $79.50 which was raised by 
an assessment on the members. This space was called the “New Armory” 
and it is thought by some historians that this change in the building ac- 
counts for the elevated space now occupied as Company Headquarters. 


Boston was still growing and the Town House was a small building. The 
General Court was crowding out the Town Officers, so on May 9, 1805, the 
Selectmen put into effect plans for an enlargement of Faneuil Hall. Charles 
Bullfinch the noted architect was engaged and work was started to double 
the width of the building and add a third floor for the use of the militia. 
This third floor contained a drill hall 75 x 30 feet, along either side of 
which were rooms called “Apartments” each about 20 feet square. In addi- 
tion to the Ancients these rooms were occupied by various militia com- 
panies, comprising the Independent Cadets (Later called the First Corps 
Cadets), Boston Light Infantry, Independent Fusiliers, Washington Light 
Infantry, Winslow Blues (named in honor of a Past Commander of the 
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Ancients), Soul of the Soldiery, New England Guards and the Rifle 
Rangers. The drill hall was used in common, 


It can well be imagined that with so many military companies occupying 
a relatively small space, there was not much room for any one of them 
and it became the custom for the companies to rent space outside of 
Faneuil Hall for their meetings and social affairs. The Hall was still im- 
possible to heat in the winter months, The room assigned to the Ancients 
as described in the records was “the first Armory on the third floor on the 
right as one passed into the Hall, and immediately adjoining the Armorer’s 
” 
room. 


In 1852 a plan was proposed in the City Council for enlarging the large 
hall of Faneuil Hall by removing the rooms occupied by the military com- 
panies, raising the ceiling one story by removing the floor, and “adding three 
galleries above the present ones.” These three new galleries would provide 
seating capacity for 750 people. It was also proposed to provide an entrance 
in the rear of the building with a reception room so that a speaker could 
enter and reach the platform without having to pass thru the audience. 
These proposed changes were approved by the City Council on March 14, 
1853, at an agreed price of $11,500, and all military Companies, including 
the Ancients, were notified to vacate their armories on or before the Ist 
of July, 1853. 


It might be interesting to note the names of the military Companies 
occupying Faneuil Hall in 1853. They were: 


Ancient and Honorable Artillery City Guard 
Company National Guard 
Washington Artillery 
Columbian Artillery 
Boston Light Infantry 
New England Guards Independent Company of Cadets 


Fusiliers Soul of Soldiery 


Boston Light Guard 
Mechanic Riflemen 


The City Council planned to house all these Companies across the street 
from Faneuil Hall in Faneuil Hall Market, more familiarly known as 
“Quincy Market”, which already was housing the National Lancers and 
the Washington Light Infantry. Besides desiring the increasing seating 
capacity the City Council felt there was a considerable fire hazard to the 
building by reason of the practice of the military Companies storing ball 
cartridges in tin receptacles. They argued that “the present armories in 
Faneuil Hall are hard of access, cannot be heated in winter, and are badly 
ventilated; the drill hall is too small for the purpose and no safe and con- 
venient place is provided to store ball cartridges.” They decided that the 
hall over Quincy Market should be fitted up to accommodate every Com- 
pany in the City, with the rotunda to be used as a common drill hall, and 
the building provided with a fireproof vault for ammunition. 
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The Ancients immediately went before the City Council, setting forth 
their Ancient.rights, which evidently the Council had forgotten, As a result 
the order of removal so far as the Ancients were concerned was suspended, 
and they were allowed better quarters, being given “the two upper rooms 
at the easterly end of the building, at the head of the stairs.” The Com- 
pany then petitioned the Council for an appropriation to put these rooms 
in order and was granted $300 for the purpose. The southeast room was 
fitted as a depository for arms and a drill hall, and the northeast room for 
a meeting place, In the minutes of the Company for April 10, 1854, appears 
the following: 

“Voted: That the following resolution be adopted and placed in the 
records of the Company and that a copy be sent to each Department of 
the City Government. 

“Resolyed: That the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company have 
received with pleasure the recognition on the part of the City Authorities 
of Boston of the identification of some of our past history with Faneuil 
Hall, in their willingness to allow us still to call the Cradle of Liberty 
‘our Headquarters’.” 

In 1876 a row of suspension rods was placed in the drill hall along each 
side of the room to strengthen the aging building. These rods can be seen 
in various pictures the Company now has in the Museum. Also, sometime 
between 1853 and 1876 a floor had been laid directly over the old floor, 
due to its sagging and making good drilling difficult. 

Shortly after the suspension rods had been installed, there started a 
campaign in the newspapers and among the solid and historically minded 
citizens, to “Saye the old Cradle of Liberty” which was showing its age 
badly. When any considerable number of people were in the building it 
would sway and rock. The belfry with its 3-ton bell was in a leaning posi- 
tion and had pulled the ceiling above the last flight of stairs into the drill 
hall down 10 inches at one corner. Every time the bell tolled it caused a 
lurching and swaying of the tower. The Ancients of course had taken an 
active part in the agitation but were not successful until 1898 when they 
Presented a petition to the City Government beseeching “immediate steps 
be taken for the safety and preservation of Faneuil Hall, both against fire 
and structural weakness.” An active campaign was organized thru the press 
and by means of public meetings to bring pressure upon the City. The 
building was described as a “death trap” and newspapers throughout the 
whole United States took up the cry. After months of effort the City 
Council appropriated $80,000 and the work got under way. 

From the reports made by the builders who did the work, it was apparent 
that the building was on the verge of collapse, Steel beams and girders 
replaced old beams which still bore the marks of the fire of 1761. Terra 
cotta partitions replaced old lath and plaster and new foundations were 
put in. 

All this remodeling took considerable time and meanwhile the Company 
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had its Headquarters and Drill Hall in East Armory, serving their June 
Anniversary Dinner in Mechanics Building. The new Hall was dedicated 
January 23, 1900. 

The new drill hall was 18 feet wider after the remodeling, the suspension 
rods were done away with, and due to a different type of roof construction 
the rooms along the side were considerably enlarged. These are the rooms 
we now use for the Museum, Library, Clerk’s room, Sergeant’s room, etc. 

At this time also were installed in the ceiling the medallions commem- 
orating the Charter members of the Company, also the frieze of the Com- 
pany and State shields which runs around the walls. The Commissary 
Room on the second floor which had formerly been used at Anniversary 
Dinners as a wine room, was joined to the third floor by a circular stair- 
case and dumb waiter, and equipped with a gas range, cooking utensils 
and dishes, all at the expense of the Company, The Commissioned Officers’ 
room formerly housed a Museum collection but this was turned into our 
present Headquarters Room and lockers were provided for the Officers. 

The collection of pictures and paintings of Past Commanders, living and 
dead, which hangs on the walls, was started early in the 1800's. The 
Museum, which has grown to considerable proportions, was started in 
1878. The oil paintings, depicting scenes and occurrences of the early days, 
have been given to the Company by various members, the greater number 
being donated in 1900, 1901 and 1902. 

In 1923-24 it was found necessary to restore the foundations of Faneuil 
Hall and at the same time the drab paint on the outside of the building 
was removed and the color restored to something like what was on the 
original building. Also the interior of the building was painted throughout. 

For many years the Company had attempted to have installed in the 
building an elevator. The resistance was strong as it was felt the building 
structurally, could not carry the burden and to install an elevator on the 
outside would have destroyed its straight and simple lines, However, a 
compromise was reached with the city authorities by which an elevator 
was placed within the building extending between the 2nd floor and the 
Drill Hall and which was dedicated in 1937. 

This is the story of Faneuil Hall and the Ancients — gleaned almost 
entirely from the Company’s own records. No attempt has been made to 
describe any of the memorable and stirring scenes enacted within the old 
Hall itself, or of the many famous men, statesmen and orators who haye 
graced its platform. To have done so would have required a book in itself. 
It would seem that further steps should be taken by the Company for the 
preservation of the building. It is not by any means fireproof as Fire Pre- 
vention Engineers have told us. The market stalls on the first floor and 
basement are fire hazards in themselves, and the revenue they produce for 
the City cannot be large enough to be missed. Why don’t the Ancients “take 
up the torch” and preserve a landmark of whose appearance we really can 
be proud? 
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THE ANCIENTS AT DUXBURY 


In September of 1872 the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company received an invitation from the President of the Stand- 
ish Monument Association soliciting them “to give the honor of 
their presence at the laying of the corner stone of that monument 
and to do escort duty on that occasion.” The Ancients to the 
number of 320 left the Armory at 8:30 AM and proceeded to 
the Masonic Temple where they received the Grand Lodge of 
AF &AM and escorted them to the Old Colony Station, thence 
to Duxbury, where the ceremony of laying the corner stone was 
performed. There was placed in the box beneath the stone, 
among other things, a silver plate six by eight inches, engraved 
as follows: “At the ceremony of laying the corner stone of the 
Standish Monument, Duxbury, October 7, 1872, the escort was 
performed by the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, organized 1638.” 

After the ceremony, the Ancients entertained the Grand Lodge 
and the Officers of the Standish Monument Association at a clam 
bake held in a large marquee near the monument.

Owing to the inclement weather and the age of these members, 
the only one present was Sergt. Daniel B. H. Power. However, 
a record of their services was read and the Company stood in 
honor of these men who had devoted so many years in the service 
of the Company.

Tue Lieutenants’ SMOKER AND DINNER 


The Lieutenants held their Annual Smoker and Dinner, Mon- 
day, December 3rd, in the Armory. Some two hundred odd mem- 
bers and guests attended. Among the guests were noted many 
returned veterans still in their uniforms which added color and 
interest to the occasion. For many of these members in uniform, 
it was the first time they had opportunity to gather with their 
comrades. 

The meeting was sponsored by the Lieutenants but the actual 
planning and running the meeting was in charge of the Sergeants, 
headed by Sergeants Turain and Haley. All the aspects of the 
meeting were in accord with “The Gay Nineties.” The Sergeants 
and many of the members were in costume appropriate to “The 
Gay Nineties,” even if in many cases slightly exaggerated, 

An old-time vaudeville show was presented, comprising fea- 
tures that have long since departed from the public stage, such 
as bell ringing, bicycle trick riding, comedy juggling, mono- 
logues, and other presentations of like nature. This will be 
remembered as among the successful parties sponsored by the 
Lieutenants. There was never a dull moment; the entertainment, 
while humorous, was dignified and the members felt they had 
spent an evening of real old-time pleasure with none of the ob- 
jectionable features which some people (of course, not our mem- 
bers) nowadays seem to think necessary for enjoyment. A very 
bountiful buffet luncheon was served by the Seilers to which all 
present did full justice and which was up to the high standards 
set by these two comrades, 

THE Caprain’s RECEPTION

THE THREE HUNDRED EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY 


The Sunday previous to the June Anniversary proved to be a 
most difficult day for the Officers in charge of celebration. It 
rained hard all day. The Commissioned Officers, the Adjutant 
and the Sergeants went to Boston Common and, in the driving 
rain, practiced all formations. After dinner and several hours 
work at the hotel, the Officers retired, At ten in the evening, Cap- 
tain Seiler was called to the phone and notified that our Adjutant, 
Colonel Arthur N, Payne, had just had a fatal accident. Colonel 
Payne’s wife was in the hospital, having recently presented him 
with a twin pair of boys. After completing his duties on Sunday, 
Colonel Payne visited his wife and on the way home, standing 
on a safety island on Huntington Avenue, was struck by a heavy 
bus which, avoiding a taxicab, jumped over the curb. The Colo- 
nel was taken to the hospital but was dead upon arrival. 


The Adjutant is the key man and probably the busiest man in 
the Company in carrying out the functions of the Anniversary 
Day. When the first shock of learning of his death was over, 
Captain Seiler and his Officers faced the problem of what to do. 
Colonel Pereira, who had served as Adjutant under Captain 
Adams, was in the hotel and immediately offered his services 
and until the small hours of the morning, he and the Officers 
were busy men, 


It is to the credit of the Personnel of our Company that in 
such an extreme emergency there appear those who can carry on. 
The death of Colonel Payne cast a saddening shadow over all of 
the celebrations the following day, but whatever happens “The 
play must go on.” 


As usual, the activities on Monday began with Reveille at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel, where the Officers and several members had 
passed the night. 


Captain Seiler and his escort then went to King’s Chapel Burial 
Ground and placed the traditional wreath at the tomb of Captain 
Keayne the first Commander of the Company. 

After assembly in the Armory and a collation served by the 
Seilers, the parade was formed and followed the usual route 
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stopping at City Hall and the State House to receive the Mayor 
and the Governor. As usual, the sidewalks were thronged with 
interested friends as well as the general public who were most 
generous in their applause. It is evident that Boston has a warm 
spot in its heart for this event and thus shows its respect and 
admiration for this old organization which it regards affection- 
ately as its own. 


The parade again presented the colorful pageantry, to which 
we always look forward, in the participation of the visiting his- 
torical Companies. We have missed them during the war owing 
to restrictions of travel and hotel accommodations and it was a 
joy to have these old friends with us once more. Our State Guard 
unit turned out 50 men under the command of Captain Malcolm 
D. Bennett and Lieutenant Joseph R. Parsons. These men paraded 
in heavy marching order and added much to the success of the 
event. We have no regrets, instead we have a feeling of pride 
that our Company sponsored the forming of this unit and con- 
tinues in its support. Many of the younger members of the Guard 
entered the Armed Services of our Country and found the train- 
ing they had received helped immensely in that National Service. 


THE CHURCH SERVICE 


It is well at times to remind ourselves of the origin of some 
of our traditions and this, probably our oldest one, is worthy 
of mention. We say oldest because there is no doubt that the 
Founders of this Company would not have entered upon so seri- 
ous a project without their minister first offering a prayer and 
preaching a sermon. These Founders were Godly men most of 
them Puritans and in their view the Church and worship were 
among their most important functions. They were Puritans and 
we no doubt think of them as “stiff-necked” but they certainly 
stressed the importance of Divine Guidance in all undertakings. 
Of the twenty-nine Founders of the Old South Church, eighteen 
were members of our Company and before proceeding to the 
Drum Head Election, the newly formed Company listened to an 
“Artillery Sermon” by the Reverend John Wilson. 
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The Rev. John Wilson, the first pastor of the Colony, was a 
brother-in-law of Captain Robert Keayne. At the Church Service 
of the Company he wore a black gown with white cambric bands, 
and a bag wig. He opened the services with an invocation, fol- 
lowed by a selection from the Scriptures, and then announced 
the number of a versified Psalm. This was read, one line at a 
time, by a deacon, and each line was successively sung by the 
congregation, in lugubrious and discordant tones. Mr. Wilson 
then offered prayer, — probably a long one, — all the people 
standing. Next, he turned the hour-glass, which was on a stand 
at the side of the pulpit cushion, and, having announced his text, 
proceeded to read his discourse. 


The records of Church Services through the years show that 
Divines of the highest standing considered it an honor to serve 
our Company. 

The Reverend Edward Everett Hale, D.D. preached the Artil- 
lery Sermon in 1880, and at the following banquet responded to 
the toast “The Chaplain of the day.” The same year, when the 
Ancients took part in the parade and other festivities on the 
occasion of the 250th Anniversary of the settlement of Boston, 
Doctor Hale, as the guest of the Company, delivered an address. 
At the death of Colonel John W. Wolcott, a prominent banker, 
proprietor of the Hotel Vendome and a member of the Com- 
pany, Doctor Hale conducted the funeral services. He also wrote 
the Anniversary Ode delivered at the Church Service in 1881. 
In the same year, Doctor Hale served as our Chaplain and in the 
Sealed Century Box deposited that year is an article by him 
entitled “The Religious Condition of Boston.” 


Reverend Phillips Brooks, D.D., has been spoken of before in 
these reports. During the years from 1869 to the time of his 
death in 1893, his name constantly appears as Chaplain, preacher 
of the Anniversary Sermon, guest at the Company’s public affairs 
and many times as silting in the audience at our Church Services. 

Such names as Reverend Edward A. Horton, the famous Uni- 
tarian Minister, who preached the Anniversary Sermon in 1879, 
Reverend Robert L. Collier who preached in 1878 and later, the 
Reverend T. DeWitt Talmadge are evidence that the Captains of 
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those years gave serious thought to the selection of the Anniver- 
sary preacher, indeed, in the earlier days Committees were 
formed to search out and recommend to the Captain such 
preachers. 


We have added to the record of the Church Service the thought 
that it is also a memorial service to our departed members. That 
is true but the service must always be regarded in its original 
light as our oldest tradition of seeking Divine Guidance in the 
conduct of the Company affairs. We should “set a watch lest the 
old traditions fail.” As a matter of fact, the reading of the Death 
Roll of members by the Adjutant at the Church Service was first 
observed in 1892.

The First Lieutenant of 
the past administration, one who has been most helpful in this 
past year, First Lieutenant J. Edward Grinfield-Coxwell. Com- 
mander of the First Naval Base, Rear Admiral Wilder Baker. 
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First Lieutenant of the incoming administration, Colonel Edward 
Kane. 


I have now a telegram which I would like to read, from the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, which says: 


“Also dining tonight though austerely with chief guest Lord Mayor send 
fraternal greetings to Ancients and their new Commander. 

(Signed) Cole, Vice President.” 

Comrades, at this time it is my sad duty again to bring to your 
attention the mishap which befell us last evening. Our Adjutant, 
Colonel Arthur N. Payne, had planned this meeting as the cul- 
mination of his efforts through the year. He and I had worked 
very closely together and it was he who would have been 
privileged to have carried on as Toastmaster this evening. It was 
only yesterday morning when we met with the Sergeants of this 
year’s regime and the Sergeants of the new regime and the officers 
on Boston Common. The members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company realize that it is necessary in order to carry 
out our program that we put a lot of work into the last few days 
previous to this Anniversary, and yesterday morning we worked 
out the formations on Boston Common. The Drum Head Election 
was carried on a little differently today, as you probably noticed, 
and it was his intention to bring it more closely to the Governor’s 
tent and to our tents, and it was no small task. Yesterday morn- 
ing we carried that out. 

Last evening in my room as I was endeavoring to clear up the 
procedure this evening, I received a call from my wife that 
Colonel Payne had been killed as he was returning from a visit 
to his wife who was still in the hospital, and who only two weeks 
ago had given birth to two eight-pound boys. Colonel Payne was 
TA years old. This was his second marriage. We in joking at the 
Armory indulged in felicitations just a matter of a few days ago, 
and you can realize he was a very proud man. Only two or three 
days ago it was necessary for his wife to return to the hospital 
again and he was quite concerned, and somehow or other some- 
thing came over me and I wondered what would I do if condi- 
tions were such that Colonel Payne would find it impossible to 
be here tonight. I don’t know what it was, but something came 
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over me, and last night when this telephone message came to me, 
that was it. 

I am going to ask you all if for a moment of silent tribute you 
will kindly stand in thoughtful memory of Colonel Arthur N. 
Payne. 

[The Company stood in silence. ] 

Captain SEILER: Thank you. We have had a successful year. 
We have had some serious losses, but the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company still carries on. I now am going to turn the 
meeting over to our Adjutant who last night immediately took 
over, who had been Adjutant of this Company before he entered 
the military service, Colonel Fred Pereira. 

ApguTant Pereira: Gentlemen, the Captain has introduced 
several guests at the head table who are not going to take part, 
as he said, in the festivities. However, there is one whom I would 
like to introduce, and I consider it a high honor to be able to 
introduce him. I will introduce him by reading this citation. 


The following is a copy of the citation awarded 
Charles A. MacGillivary by President Truman 


THE WHITE HOUSE 
WASHINGTON 


The President of the United States takes pleasure in 
awarding the MEDAL OF HONOR to 
SERGEANT CHARLES A. MacGILLIVARY, 
COMPANY I, 7lsr INFANTRY REGIMENT, 
UNITED STATES ARMY 


for services as set forth in the following 


CITATION: 

“Sergeant MacGillivary, led a squad near Woelfling, France, on 1, Janu- 
ary 1945 when his unit moved forward in darkness to meet the threat of 
a breakthrough by elements of the 17th German Panzer Grenadier Division. 
Assigned to protect the left flank, he discovered hostile troops digging in. 
As he reported this information, several German machine guns opened fire, 
stopping the American advance. Knowing the position of the enemy, 
Sergeant MacGillivary volunteered to knock out one of the guns while 
another company closed in from the right to assault the remaining strong- 
points, He circled to the left through woods and snow, carefully worked his 
way to the emplacement and shot the two camouflaged gunners at a range 


of three feet, as other enemy forces withdrew, Early in the afternoon 
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of the same day, Sergeant MacGillivary was dispatched on reconnaissance 
and found that Company I was being opposed by about six machine guns 
reinforcing a company of fanatically fighting Germans. His unit began an 
attack but was pinned down by furious automatic and small arms fire. 
With a clear idea of where the enemy guns were placed, he voluntarily 
embarked on a lone combat patrol. Skillfully taking advantage of all avail- 
able cover, he stalked the enemy reached a hostile machine gun and blasted 
its crew with a grenade, He picked up a sub-machine gun from the battle- 
field and pressed on to within ten yards of another machine gun, where 
the enemy crew discovered him and feverishly tried to swing their weapon 
into line to cut him down. He charged ahead, jumped into the midst of 
the Germans and killed them with several bursts. Without hesitation, he 
moved on to still another machine gun, creeping, crawling and rushing 
from tree to tree, until close enough to toss a grenade into the emplacement 
and close with its defenders, He dispatched this crew also, but was himself 
seriously wounded. Through his indomitable fighting spirit, great initiative 
and utter disregard for personal safety in the face of powerful enemy 
resistance, Sergeant MacGillivary destroyed four hostile machine guns, 
and immeasurably helped his company to continue on its mission with

HIS EXCELLENCY GOVERNOR TOBIN 


Commander Seiler, Reverend Dr. West, Your Honor Mayor Curley, Dis- 
tinguished Representatives of Foreign Governments, Governor MacLaren of 
New Brunswick, Representatives of the Military, and my Fellow Ancients: 

It is indeed a pleasure for me to respond to the toast, The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. It is always an honor to any Governor to have 
the privilege of joining with this military organization in the various affairs 
that they conduct throughout the year because this organization has a 
tradition superior to that of any military organization in the western 
hemisphere. 

This organization during the course of the last four trying years has 
contributed men who have made great names for themselves in the Army, 
the Navy, the Marine Corps and the Coast Guard. 

I see these young men up in the gallery tonight, the Headquarters Com- 
pany of the State Guard. Most of them appear to be about 17 years old, 
typical of Massachusetts youth. And indeed I was proud today, as your 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to see them pass by the 
reviewing stand, because they typify all that is best in the youth, not only 
of Massachusetts, but of the entire nation. 

Then we have had Sergeant MacGillivary of Massachusetts as our guest 
today, a member of the only aristocracy that we have in America, aman who 
is entitled to every salute given to the President of the United States, a 
Congressional Medal of Honor man. 

It is always a pleasure to join with the Ancients because they have 
maintained in this State a great tradition, and they contribute more in a 
military way than any other because they know that only strong America 
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can hope to retain a peace which will be a lasting peace. As I say, in this 
crisis that is not enough for America, but in the event we cannot have a 
strong defense, then we must have the greatest civilian army that the world 
has ever seen, because our nation is now playing a role that it should 
rightfully follow, and we can no longer rightfully avoid, and I am confident 
that this great organization which has contributed so much over the last 
three hundred years, will see in the future that we do not avoid our re- 
sponsibilities. I am confident that we will so act in the future, and I am 
confident that we will be more proud of our great organization, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts than we have ever had 
a right to be even in its glorious past. I know that the Ancients will defi- 
nitely play their part in the protection of America and in the making of 
peace for the world that will bring real peace and not mere temporary 
expedients,

Capram Srmer: An honorary member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, a man who has probably done 
more to provide us with the very lovely headquarters which we 
enjoy today than any man within our membership. Only I wish 
to call to his attention at this time, while I have the opportunity, 
that the splendid paint and the glittering gold seem somewhat 
tarnished, and only the other day there were members of one of 
his departments there and they said, “Yes, Captain Seiler, we 
know it needs painting, we know that a good washing would 


certainly help it a lot, but we just don’t know how it can be 


done.” Possibly this evening we can find out. 

I certainly do feel a great deal of pleasure to present to you 
this evening a man whom we fondly call “Jim”, His Honor the 
Mayor of Boston, the Honorable James Michael Curley. 


HONORABLE JAMES MICHAEL CURLEY 
Mr. Commander, Admiral Deyo, Honored Guests, and Fellow Members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery: 
I am rather pleased at the introduction of your presiding officer because 
I devoted twenty minutes on the radio tonight in pointing out how I was 
saving sufficient money to make possible the Cradle of Liberty being made 
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a respectable cradle in which to house the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 

We are going to paint the outside of Faneuil Hall and make the Cradle 
of Liberty look like a real cradle, so sometime shortly after the first or 
the fourth of July you will once more haye the Cradle of Liberty looking 
as it should look. 

I am glad to be here with the Ancients tonight. I listened attentively to 
what was said by His Excellency the Governor and I am sure we all appre- 
ciate the difficulties under which the President of the United States is 
laboring at the present time. I believe that message which he sent to 
America within the last week, that no single group was greater than the 
entire America should be sufficient to strengthen and sustain every single 
individual. 

I think we are getting a little appreciation of our own domestic difficul- 
ties within the last forty-eight hours, when we can walk into every bakery 
and not find a single barrel of flour or a single loaf of bread. We are not 
accustomed to eating black bread in America and I should like to know 
why we cannot send the black bread to the people in Europe who want it? 

If we control, and we do, the air, with a greater air force than the 
power of all the nations of the world combined together, and built up in 
a short period of time under General Arnold from 37,000 personnel in 
1937 to over two and a half million in 1944, with more men in the air 
force of the United States by 500,000 than there were in the navy of the 
United States, that took over an air force representing 600,000 pounds of 
aircraft in 1937 and by 1944 built it up to 6,600,000 pounds, more powerful 
than the air force of the entire world combined — if we developed a navy 
greater than all the navies in the world combined, and more powerful, 
and an army whose fighting force is represented by men of the type of 
Sergeant MacGillivary, who sits at the end of the table, who disregarded 
danger simply to do their part to bring aid and luster and glory to the 
greatest flag ever known in the history of the world, the Stars and Stripes 
of America. If we control, as we do, the wealth of the world — if we con- 
trol, and we do, the food supply of the world; if we control, as we do, the 
industries from the fabrication of the machinery necessary to the successful 
prosecution of the war, and if we have no desire for a foot of any nation’s 
territory and have no desire to hold any people in subjugation, have only 
the desire for which our men fought in the World War, an enduring peace 
based: on spiritual and economic justice, then it is about time, that the 
President of the United States may issue another ultimatum, to all the 
countries of the world, that we want a permanent, enduring peace to make 
it possible for the mothers of the world to sleep in peace and happiness 
and contentment at night and not have their thoughts wandering out over 
the reaches of water and over deserts of sands, and witness in their night- 
mares the sons they brought into the world, fighting to kill men with 
whom they have no quarrels, whom they do not know, that Americans. 
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demand a peace based on social, spiritual and economic justice, If we 
demand it backed up by the united people of America, we will get it.

In magnificent cooperation with our Allies, it accomplished the utter 
defeat of the enemy nations — may it never be allowed to wither away in 
the future as it has in the past. 

Gentlemen, the Army. 

Caprain Serer: Four years as an enlisted man in the Marine 
Corps and 34 years in the United States Army. A graduate of the 
Field Artillery School, the Army War College, Command and 
General Staff, Army Industrial College. A veteran of both World 
Wars, Fought from Normandy into Germany. He has foreign 
decorations, — the French Legion of Honor, the Russian Order 
of the Red Star. He is the Chief of Staff of the First Service 
Command. : 


I give you, to answer to the toast, the Army, Colonel Harold 
C. Vandeveer of the United States Army. Colonel Vandeveer. 


COLONEL HAROLD C. VANDEVEER, U. S. ARMY 
Captain Seiler, Your Excellency, Your Honor, my brother soldiers: 
General Wyche, who recently has taken command here, is unfortunately 
away this evening or he would be here to speak for the Army. He has been 
a friend of mine for a long time and I know how he would have enjoyed 
this occasion. I know how great reason he has to regret the fact that he 
is not here because in his absence it developed upon me to speak for him 


and to extend to you every good wish and congratulate you upon your 
Anniversary, 


Tt is a great pleasure to represent the Army here tonight, and to acknowl- 
edge the honor bestowed on it. This is an interesting time at which to speak 
for the Army, and it is inspiring to speak for it to soldiers of a tradition 
so splendid as yours. 

Twice during the recollection of most of us, the United States Army 
has expanded within a very brief time indeed, from only a little more 
than one hundred thousand men to a force of several millions, and each 
time has promptly gained an overwhelming victory over an enemy whose 
armed might shook the world. In the more recent instance, the victory 
was gained simultaneously over two such gigantic opponents, and on 
opposite sides of the earth, 
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These efforts and victories were hailed by the American people with 
so rapturous appreciation, and with applause so thunderous, as seemed to 
regard each man in uniform as combining in himself all the military 
virtues of Hercules and of Galahad. 

But, in reaction, within a year or so after each victory, the Army has 
found itself confronted at home with criticism for bungling incompetence, 
and in particular, for caste intolerance and for a lack of democracy — 
characteristics which resemble Galahad not at all. 

Well, you know the Army really isn’t made up of either Hercules or 
Galahad, and I believe that many such criticisms arise from the lack of 
understanding of which I spoke — from a failure to realize that the 
United States Army is not Hercules nor Galahad, but that it is the Amer- 
ican people themselves — you and I, and your son and my son, and per- 
haps your daughter and my daughter, and all the other kinds of people 
in America, with all their strengths and with all their weaknesses. The 
Army is the American people, and not a thing apart — we must expect in 
it all the American people’s differences, while we take pride that it pos- 
sesses all their united strength. ‘ 

But how, then, have these people with all the conflicting social, indus- 
trial and political aims of civil life, been able to go into battle as military 
teams which have swept the world? Simply by grace of the one respect in 
which they do differ from the civil populace from whence they came — 
because they have been given, prior to battle, organization and training 
and discipline — but organization and training are discipline. 

We shall not add to our future security by too hastily condemning in the 
Army now the one great characteristic which has made its victories possible.

REAR ADMIRAL MORTON L. DEYO, U. S. NAVY 

Mr. Chairman, your Excellency, your Honor, Members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, and fellow speakers: 

I am honored to appear before the oldest military Company in the 
United States. One of the oldest in the world today. 

The great upheavals of recent years have toppled over many old struc- 
tures and capsized long established traditions. Nothing is now accepted 
just because it has been done that way before. Customs good and bad are 
cast aside because the pace of this age is so rapid that people haven’t 
time to delve into the reasons for customs and tradition. 

This will change in time as it has in the past, and self-examination is 
good for man. 

One of the principal uses of your organization from early days was the 
training and schooling of officers in military matters. From the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery flowed a stream of officers to the service of the 
nation, In this perhaps more than any other function the organization has 
earned its honored position. 

What shall we teach the youth of today? 

Our forefathers were wise when they feared the domination of the mili- 
tary in this free land and created safe checks and balances against it, 
placing civilian secretaries at the head of each military establishment and 
giving to Congréss the sole authority to grant funds and to change the 
organization of the military forces. 

Domination of nations by military has invariably been to the detriment 
of those nations. 

But we hear that Congress is too slow. We must have quicker action. 
Concentration of power gives greater efficiency, smoother functioning. In 
times of disorder, in days when the old order is changing, when the new 
is not established, in revolutionary days, the temptation to submit Govern- 
ment to a strong man on horseback is great. He promises order, efficiency 
— plus freedom. There is no better example than Germany in 1932. They 
accepted their dictator just as Italy had done in 1922, while in Japan the 
Army was in the saddle, preaching the superiority of the Japanese race 
in 1921 when they seized Manchuria. 

Here today are pressure groups; heedless of the good of the greatest 
number, contemptuous of the protests of unorganized citizens, these groups 
though not military are militant, and whatever the merits of their cause 
may be, they are attempting to establish political power by threats and

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intimidation, by paralysis of business, Here is dictatorship in the making 
and no thinking man can deny it. 

It seems to me that the greatest need of this country today can be summed 
up in two words — good citizenship. 

The quality of citizenship is thin in places. Like the new hand who 
went to the dairy, paid on an hourly basis, without experience but with 
a high idea of his rights. Farmer found him in the cow barn pouring a 
bucket of milk down a cow’s throat. The farmer said: “Look here, we 
take milk out of that animal; we don’t put it into her!” Said the man: 
“It came out so thin the first time, I thought I'd run it through again.” 

We can’t afford to run ours through a second time. We must feed our 
citizens on the right nourishment; give them early training and the funda- 
mentals of true citizenship so they will not produce a thin citizenship; so 
that they will detect more quickly and discourage the attempts of pressure 
groups who gain too much selfish power; who will elect as their represen- 
tative to public office only men of character and integrity and vision. 

The principles of good citizenship do not change. The teachings of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 300 years ago are as true 
today as then. If they had not been, this fine organization would not have 
survived, May you continue to exert the same influence in the future as in 
the past. Your example and precepts were never more sorely needed than 
today. ‘

Gentlemen, I give you The Dominion of Canada. 

CaprTain Serer: An honorary member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, a man who served in the First 
World War in the Canadian Artillery and lost a leg at Vimy 
Ridge. Formerly His Worship the Mayor of St. John, New 
Brunswick. During the war was Chairman of the National War 
Finance Committee for New Brunswick. In April last he was 
called to the Federal Cabinet at Ottawa and appointed Minister 
of National Revenue for Canada by Prime Minister MacKenzie 
King. In November, 1945 he was sworn in as Governor of the 
Province of New Brunswick. 
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In June 1938 he was invited by the late President Roosevelt 
to attend the graduation exercises at the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, and presented to the American Nation through the 
President the quadrant with which John Paul Jones, the father 
of the American Navy, sailed its ships. 

I give you, to respond to the toast, The Dominion of Canada, 
the Honourable D. Laurence MacLaren, Governor of the Prov- 
ince of New Brunswick. 


THE HONOURABLE D. LAURENCE MACLAREN 

Your Excellency, your Honor, my fellow comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company: 

It is always a very happy occasion for me to come here and when I 
landed at the Copley at 1 o’clock on Saturday and stepped out of the car, 
I was met by one of your members and I was hoping that I would go to a 
certain meeting, but he told me that one of my close friends of the 
Ancients had gone to his reward, and I felt that I was very honored that 
I was able to attend the service and pay my respects to him, simply as 
one Ancient to another. 

I am here to speak for my native country,Canada, and express the 
tribute that anyone from Canada would be very proud to pay from my 
people who are so closely associated with you. I just want to say this to 
you, that we in our two countries have fought two great wars, and that 
we won was due to teamwork. Perhaps we may not have the time to get 
ready for the next one even on this great continent where we have those 
great resources, But working with you in the United States and with the 
Commonwealth of British Nations there is no group of nations in the world 
that could be our match. 

As I say, in the last two wars we did it by teamwork, and when I speak 
about teamwork, I will tell you a little story. In 1939, 1940 and 1941 we 
were, as you know, having great difficulty with our Merchant Marine. Our 
ships were mostly old merchant ships and they were sent to sea to meet 
their convoy, and it was indeed a dangerous time. One of the skippers of 
those boats was a little Englishman, and he said, “J have got word from 
the Admiralty, having dispersed my convoy, to meet them again at a 
certain spot. So I proceeded there, and I went above, and I took a deep 
breath, and I looked around, and on one side I saw a great battleship, 
and I took another deep breath and I looked around the other way, and 
there was a squadron of airplanes. And I said, ‘Thank God,’ and I meant 
at 

That was teamwork. And we can do that again, because these two 
countries of ours have got to realize that three or four thousand miles 
mean nothing in the air, and an air fleet can approach them in no time, 
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So I say to you, speaking for the Canadian people, that we will be with 
you, hand and glove, come what may, and at any time that we can be with 
you, you can always count on us.

He has spent most of his official career in Europe, 
serving in Ghent, Belgium; in Brussels, Budapest and in Rome. 
Foreign Office Member of the Staff of the United Kingdom — 
High Commissioner in the Union of South Africa, — Member 
of the Order of the British Empire, and is a Chevalier of the 
Belgium Order of Leopold. 

To respond to the Toast, The United Nations, I give you 
Bernard Ponsonby Sullivan, Consul General of Boston. 


THE HONOURABLE BERNARD PONSONBY SULLIVAN 

Mr. Chairman, your Excellency, your Honor, Distinguished Officers, and 
Gentlemen: 

Just a year ago I had the privilege of responding to the toast of the 
United Nations and I am honoured with the same privilege again. A year 
ago the United Nations were in conference at San Francisco; a year ago 
the victory over Japan still seemed distant. However, the collapse of the 
enemy came quickly, more quickly than any of us expected and before 
the machinery for peace was fully mounted. Treaties of peace have not 
been signed; differences amongst former allies have emerged; harvests 
have failed and famine threatens wide areas of the globe. In the past, 
differences between nations were almost entirely the affair of statesmen 
and their instruments, the conductors of diplomatic negotiations, Today, 
secret diplomacy is of the old order and we may now all read in 
our daily newspapers of differences and difficulties between nations 
which formerly were dealt with and smoothed out by those entrusted 
with the welfare of our respective countries, We all know much more 
about international relations; but we are acquiring a new knowledge 
which is often disquieting, a knowledge of difficulties and differences 
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which have always existed and which will always continue to exist until 
the United Nations and all the nations of the world have learned to live 
as one nation, as one world. Much progress has already been made, At 
least we of the United Nations are meeting together and endeavouring to 
arrange a settlement of our different interests, with the will and the readi- 
ness to understand the other man’s point of view. I suppose the first wish 
in everyone’s mind is to achieve a state of security. That is an impulse 
amongst mankind, amongst all forms of life, human or animal, which is a 
primary instinct. The activities and the success or failure of the Security 
Council of the United Nations are of more interest to all of us than the 
activities of any other part of the organization. We seek security in order 
that we may continue our lives unhampered by fear, as with fear and 
without security there can be no peace of mind and little happiness. We 
seek to unite the nations of the world and to share its produce. 

Just now, large areas of the world are threatened by a famine unpre- 
cedented in history, the consequences of which, if it is not relieved, will 
have far-reaching and lasting results; chaos and strife, death and disease. 
This famine has been caused not by neglect or by reliance on others for 
supplies but by the hard hand of war which has made cultivation of the 
land impossible owing to lack of seed, farm implements and fertilizers, 
transport — both ocean and more particularly internal. To the needs of 
the hungry and the starving, this great country of the United States of 
America and the Dominions of the British Commonwealth of Nations and 
I must mention also that Island Kingdom from which I come, sore pressed 
though it is for its daily food, are responding nobly; but even so there is 
every indication that sufficient relief will not be available to avert death 
by starvation of many hundreds of thousands of people. The present lack 
of foodstuffs, despite all we are doing, is likely to last at least until after 
next year’s harvest. I have mentioned this, in responding to the toast of 
the United Nations, because I think that the spectre of famine is that which 
we have most to fear. Let us hope that this danger will be met boldly and 
to the utmost of capacity by the organization of the United Nations asa 
whole and let us all, individually, do all we can, by cultivating a mutual 
understanding, to spread that feeling of comprehension, confidence and 
trust which is essential for a successful issue of the task of the United 
Nations, 


Captain Srrter: Comrades and friends, I would like now at 
this time to give recognition to two of our older members, — 
Dan Powers, at the age of 93, a member of this Corps for 52 
years. And we have another member here, Bradford Lewis, who 
has also been a member for fifty years. 


Now, on the other end of the measure of time, it is my pleasure 
to present to you the youngest Colonel in the United States Army. 
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a man who flew 258 missions. It is a real pleasure for me at this 
time to ask to stand a great friend of ours, of the Ancients and 
of all of you and of Boston and Massachusetts, Colonel George 
T.. Lee.

THE ARTILLERY SERMON 


PREACHED AT THE OLD SoutH CHurcH 
on the 308th Anniversary of 
Tue ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 
June 3, 1946

THE REVEREND CANON EDWARD N. WEST 
CaTHEDRAL OF Saint Joun THE Divine, New York 


(Son of our Past Commander Edward N. West 1928-1929) 
“AND SOME THERE BE WHICH HAVE NO MEMORIAL: WHO ARE PER- 
ISHED AS THOUGH THEY HAD NEVER BEEN BORN; AND THEIR 
CHILDREN AFTER THEM.” Ecclesiasticus 44:9. 


The thrilling lesson from Ecclesiasticus which we have heard today is 
so familiar to us in its opening phrases about “famous men, and our 
fathers that begat us — Leaders of the people — Rich men furnished with 
ability, living peaceably in their habitations” that we tend to overlook this 
later phrase concerning them which seemingly have no memorial, You 
recognize, of course, that most of us in another 308 years will be known 
to posterity only as names preserved in the aged records of the venerable 
establishments to which we belong. In the sense in which Joshua ben 
Sirach was writing few of us can bear rule in kingdoms or lead whole 
peoples and be considered the glory of our times; the history of any nation 
doesn’t include many Washingtons, Franklins or Lincolns, History, how- 
ever, must impress us, the more we read it, with the singular importance 
of the men and women who made these great men possible. In times of 
crisis our fathers responded to the need of the hour and both chose and 
supported the leaders whose names we revere; without their support and 
deep conviction there could have been no Washington, just as in the recent 
war it was proved time and time again that superior tacticians were often 
defeated by less experienced generals who commanded free and convinced 
men — men who, like you and me, will have no great memorials. Yet in a 
very real sense this country and our freedom are lasting memorials to a 
faithful citizenry. You and I join in the worship of God in this free and 
ancient city because our fathers’ “seed shall continually remain a good 
inheritance”, 

Now all of this is patently true, and in our greater moments we are 
conscious of it, There is another verse, however, which is slightly disquiet- 
ing: “Their seed standeth fast, and their children for their sakes.” Standing 
fast is not an American virtue. We meet our emergencies magnificently; 
we do our wars with courage and a high degree of sacrifice, but in peace 
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and plenty we lose almost everything we had gained in time of trial. I 
shall not bore you by a recital of the relations which exist between us and 
our recent allies, nor by recounting the criminal stupidities of which we 
are guilty in handling our recent enemies, You are all men of affairs and 
you know the situation thoroughly. I am concerned with those failures in 
our internal structure which are destroying the great and living memorial 
for which men have but recently laid down their lives, Our internal unity 
has largely been broken. Reactionaries on one hand and violent “fellow 
travellers” on the other, by every known means, are pulling our people 
apart in their endless tug-of-war. We are told by the latter that the American 
economic system is finished, and the former tell us that labour should be 
deprived of its right to organize. The former cry out for a strong man and 
a highly organized party to end the manifest inefficiencies of our govern- 
ment — they want no “foreigners” messing about in it; the latter tell us 
that the common man is the measure of everything although one notices 
that this apotheosis of mediocrity is being engineered by several most un- 
common men, 

This is bad business, and, to use the favorite phrase of our people, some- 
thing should be done about it, Bad as it is, however, it is as nothing in 
comparison to the damage being done to the basic thought-forms which 
have distinguished our way of life. An American citizen has the privilege 
of trying to make this nation anything he wishes; if he is stupid enough 
to be enamoured of either Fascism or Communism our basic thought-form 
still guarantees him the liberty which either Fascism or Communism deny 
to minorities. The real danger does not lie in such a minority’s existence, 
it lies in the spiritual apathy of the rest of us who neither re-think our 
values nor act on the resulting conclusions,’ What great voice is raised 
today on behalf of freedom and responsibility under law? Can you wonder 
that Europeans think the American way of life is nothing but a deep- 
seated desire for two of everything? Spiritually, we are lazy people, and 
like most lazy people we give in to any pressure which, if thwarted, 
threatens to disturb our lethargy, As group after group of our fellow 
citizens are discovering this, the more simple minded ones rush into gen- 
eralities and confuse being vigilant with being a vigilante. Think of the 
absurdities being bandied about the country today: all Protestants are 
capitalists, all Jews are Communists, all Roman Catholics are fascists, all 
Negroes are backward people who were not only better off but happier when 
they were enslaved — or equally absurd voices of cynicism and defeat 
which moan that civil corruption is inevitable, that the day has gone by 
when anything could be done about the public schools, that no decent man 
can afford to be messed up with politics, and that a smart man’s got to 
look after Number One. It is for this kind of thought we need the most 
rigorous censorship. Mind you, I mean the only kind of censorship to 
which Americans will respond — unbending self-discipline. Un-Americanism 
starts only in the mind and heart of a citizen who for one reason or another 
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thinks he can dispense with some of the other citizens of his country. No 
“foreigner” ever once made one single American false to his heritage; false- 
hood starts in nothing but a plain lack of internal moral integrity. 


Moral integrity is one of the fruits of religion, and, as a professional 
religionist, I must needs labour this point, You men are heirs of a great 
tradition — a tradition which I count it a joy to share; membership in 
your Ancient and Honorable Company is no small privilege. Along with 
the privilege, however, goes the responsibility of preserving undiminished 
the liberty which your fathers won by God’s mighty hand. Remember the 
sort of liberty it was; liberty for all men, and the dignity due each in- 
dividual human being. We are privileged to inherit liberty, we are not at 
liberty to inherit privilege. Our tradition, like the Gospel talent, must 
increase or we are counted bad stewards of the treasure entrusted to our 
care. I know you all agree with this in principle, but I’m not certain all 
of us are meticulous in its practice. We must constantly ask ourselves these 
questions: 


Do I value my brother’s freedom as much as I do my own? Do I give 
him credit for sincerity in his religious and political convictions? Am I 
always honest in my dealings with him, and free from every prejudice in 
speaking about him? In my speech am I careful to avoid adjectives which 
sully and hurt my brother’s name? Do words such as Kike, and Mick, and 
Limey, and Dago come easily to my lips? Do I say that I sweat like one 
race, or that I smell like another? As a citizen, am I faithful in my obliga- 
tions — a silly little thing — but do I vote in the Primaries? Do I take 
pains to follow the acts of my representatives and my senators? When I 
am annoyed do I write and say so, or do I merely complain to a friend 
who already agrees with me? Religiously, do I pray for all the citizens of 
these United States or do I pray solely for the welfare of my own kind — 
whatever that kind happens to be? 


Our answers to such questions as these are the criteria of our steadfast- 
ness, the certain signs whether our seed shall continually remain a good 
inheritance. 


The vocation of Christian Democracy is our inheritance and the rough 
thing about it is that it has to be won anew in each generation or it 
rapidly becomes obscured and world conflicts have to be fought to recap- 
ture its vision. Cynical voices have mocked the first World War's supposed 
claim to have been fought “to make the world safe for democracy.” 


It is true, however; it was fought for that reason and it achieved that 
result. The failure to preserve the fruits of its victory lies squarely at our 
own doors. It is passing strange that our people should assume that Chris- 
tian Democracy will flourish at the hands of those who assume that religion 
can be differentiated from Cross-bearing, or that democracy is treatment 
received rather than treatment given. You know far better than that! 
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Your inheritance can be preserved only by God directed self-sacrifice 
and man directed self-giving. It is hard work, often it is tiresome work, 
but it is the only work truly worth doing. 

When treason’s venom poisons every nation, 

And strife without breeds deadlier strife within, — 
When famine gnaws the heart of God’s creation, 
And devils shame the world with lust and sin, — 
Remember this: that he prevails 

Whose steadfast courage never fails; 

In this last battle for the right, 

Who best endures shall win the fight. 

As my great Bishop has said, The Christian Religion stands not for 
peace at any price, but for righteousness at any cost. 

That is your tradition.
